Toronto— Raising wheat in West- 
€rn Canada for export is Canada’s 
biggest business, The payment for 
that wheat is the biggest single item 
in our export trade. There is no part 
of Canada that is not to some extent 
\orse off when the West has a bad 
year. It is consequently important to 
know what alleviations there are to 
the situation, 

First there is the matter of price. 
Most of last year's crop was sold at 
a low price. The outlook is that this 
year’s crop will sell at a fairly good 
price, Reduced though estimated fig 
ures have been from earlier hopes, 
the West is likely to have wheat to 
sell that on the basis of Fert William 
priees will be worth between $300,000, 
000 and $400,000,000. Add the value 
of that portion of last year’s crop 
still unsold or not yet paid for, and 
the returns from wheat during the 
next twelve months may easily run 
to $500,000,000, Instead of a big carry 
over from the previous year, it is 
quite possible for next year’s earry- 
ever to be reduced to practically noth 
ing. That carry-over, which a short 
time ago seemed so burdensome to 
the market seems likely to prove not 
only a reserve for the world’s food 
supply, but also a reserve to carry 
aiong business in Canada.

Taking every phase of the market- 
ing year into consideration, it must be 
admitted that this interim payment is 
on the whole a very good one. It may 
appear to some that the payment on 
No. 6 and Feed Wheat is proportion- 
ately small, but it must be remem- 
bered that when the initial payment 
on the higher grades was cut from 
| $1.00 to 85c last fall the payment on 
No. 6 and Feed Wheat was cut only 
by 5e a bushel, 

The 1928-29 crop year was a diffi- 
cult one for the Canadian Wheat Pool 
because of the unusually heavy pro- 
duction the world over. Canada raised 
a reeord crop—about 520 million bush- 
;els—and Argentina, Australia and the 
United States all had very large crops 
of wheat. 

Coming as it does at a time when 
crops generally are none too promis- 
ing, this Pool payment will be thrice 
welcome, The size of the payment 
will undoubtedly be a surprise to some 
for it was predicted during the low 
range of wheat prices in the spring 
that the Wheat Pool might possibly 
be unable to make any further pay- 
ments, 

The total amount of the payment 
made by the Alberta Pool was over 
eight million dollars. There will be
